take our places. 


ABE TOWNS THE SAME? 


The right to con.struct and oper¬ 
ate a toll highw'ay from Calgary to 
Banff, was snowed under in the Le- 
geslature by a strong government 
majority. A group of southern fin¬ 
anciers wished to launch this under¬ 
taking. 


The newspaper man sits in his of¬ 
fice surrounded by billowing clouds of 
exchange papers. Small town and big 
tcfwn papers from far and near! And 
as he reads, he wonders (1) whether 
after all, there are very few words 
in the language, or (2) whether all 
little towns and big towns up ^ind 
down the country are doing practical¬ 
ly the .same things. Every paper re¬ 
ports “successful banquets,’’ “record 
attendances,’’ “unusual enthusiasm.®.’’ 
Every town has amateur plays which 
“produce exceptional talent.’’ Every 
program is “punctuated with ap¬ 
plause from start to finish.’’ It is ap¬ 
palling how many fine citizens are on 
the move and whose loss is “deeply 
deplored.” Practically all young 
couples on the eVe of wedlock are 
“amongst the most popular of our 
young people.” Every speaker has “a 
real message.” Almost all undertak¬ 
ings show “strong community spirit.” 
And as for hockey games! They are 
“probably the best and cleanest which 
the town has seen this season.” The 
words roll along, roll alopg. 

Yet without these words, where 
would the newspapers be? It is the 
vocabulary commonly used to describe 
certain situations and incidents. Peo¬ 
ple expect it. Newspaper people see 
only through rose-hued glas.ses. They 
have to in order to struggle along. 
Would the public stand for cold grim 
facts? It would not, unless they were 
facts about the other fellow. And af¬ 
ter all, the.se current phrases are fifty 
per Cbnt—more, seventy-five per cent 
true. Surely if ever a young couple 
are “most popular’’ it is on the eve 
of their marriage. And after all the 
loss of any reasonably good citizen is 
“deeply deplored.” Maybe he was an 
extra good neighbor. To the interest 
ed local eye a fairly good amateur per 
formance does show “unusual talent.” 

Bouquets are pleasanter than brick 
bats and as a rule, convey more near- 
Ij the real sentiment of people gener¬ 
ally. No, newspapers will continue 
along the same old lines, playing up 
happy events, ignoring unpleasant 
ones, and seeing everything on a 
slightly magnified scale. But occas¬ 
ionally the exchange reader wishes 
very sadly that there were a million 
ways at his disposal of describing “a 
successful d.ance,” 


TO .SPEND $.191,.507,840 THIS YEAR 


The Dominion Government propos¬ 
es to sjiend in the next fiscal year, 
$.31,507,840.00. The big amount goes 
on Canada’s war debt and this obli¬ 
gation will continue for years. 
$125,000,000 to cover interest on pub¬ 
lic debt; $42,000,000 for war pensions; 
$15,600,000 militia and navy needs; 
$8,500,000 for agriculture; $5,300,000 
for trade and commerce; $3‘,000,000 
for post office services, and so on 
down the list. The Labor department 
is one outstanding department which 
will require less than last year.

If 
we assume that the extension qf the 
suffrage to woman is a mark of Lib¬ 
eralism, then the Legislature of Que¬ 
bec must be distinctly Conservative. 

A Toronto policeman w.is fired at 
twice by a yqungjnan with a rifle. On 
being arrested the man gave as his 
reason for shooting that he had no 
revolver and wanted one. Another 
argument for Senator Lvneh-Staun- 
ton in favor of disarming the police. 
If this policeman did not have a re¬ 
volver he would not have been shot 
at. 

In discharging a jury that gave a 
verdict of which he disapproved the 
Judge said: “Your sympathies ran 
away with your judgment and it is a 
pity your judgment was not a more 
reasonable one” There was a fine 
chance for the foreman to talk back 
and go to jail if need be.

Unless our 
national status is clearly defined, how 
are we to know when we have a 
grievhnee ? 

Manitoba politicians who bought 
Winnipeg Electric stock otr inside in¬ 
formation all lost money. The ticker 
was inside the inside. 

The political leader who treated his 
friends as potential enemies and his 
opponents as potential friends was in 
the same position as nations are to¬ 
day with respect to armament. He is 
a wise man who can say how the na¬ 
tions would line up in the event of an 
other general war. For centuries, 
F'rance was the “ancestral enemy” of 
Britain, but they fougjit side by side 
in the Crimea and in the late war. 
Britain sided with Frederick the 
Great, and in 1870 sympathized with 
Prussia. Botha and Smuts who, with 
^he Kaiser’s benediction, fought the 
British in the Boer War fought with 
Britain in the Great War. The Unit¬ 
ed States which fought again.st Bri¬ 
tain in 1812-16 was an ■ associate of 
Britain in 1917-18. Prussia fought 
and defeated Austria in 1865, but 
they were allies in 1914. A quarter- 
century ago, Japan fought Russia but 
they were allies in 1914-18. In the 
.seventies, the 'Turks committeed hor¬ 
rible atrocities upon the Bulgarians, 
but they were “pals” in 1916. Really 
if We only knew ■ whom we had to 
fight against it might simplify the 
problem of armamentation. 


START THE GARDEN 


Indoor “gardening may be started 
this month, and the reward will be 
vegetables con.siderably earlier than 
if planted directly in the open. To¬ 
matoes, cabbages, lettuce, melons, 
even beets, carrots and corn may get 
an indoor start. For the purpose of 
gardening on a small scale, some¬ 
thing in the nature of .shallow cigar 
box will do, or any shallow box of a 
size desired. Punch a few holes in the 
bottom of the box to allow drainage. 
Break up the good soil u.sed, fine. 
Moisten the earth and mark off the 
rows which are 1 inch apart. Sow the 
seed and cover the top of the box 
with sacking of burlap. When the 
seeds have pushed up through the 
soil, remove the burlap and give them 
full sunlight. Keep the box back 8 
inches from the window. Those who 
garden on a large scale will make 
use of the outdoor hotbed.

ST. PATRICK,S DAY 


March 17, is the festival of Ire¬ 
lands patron saint—Saint Patrick. 
St. Patrick was born in 387 A. D. At 
the ago of 16 he was sold into slav¬ 
ery and for many years tended sheep 
for his master on the hills of Antrim. 
At last he escaped and went to sea. 
Some years later he entered the mon¬ 
astery of St. Martin of Tours, where 
he studied for several years. F’illed 
with zeal to convert his country from 
Pagan darkness, St. Patrick returned 
to Ireland, was pleasing to the king, 
who allowed him to preach his Chris¬ 
tian doctrine. St. Patrick, spent years 
in Connaught and abolished idolatry 
there. He visited Munster and Lei¬ 
cester leaving behind him churches 
and Monasteries which gave mucli. 
employment. He died in Ulster on 
March 17 465 A.D. and ever since 

then his memory has been revered l)y 
devout Catholics. The achievements 
with which he is credited weremany. 
He was faced with the hostility of 
the powerful Druids. At la.st he was 
compelled to curse their fertile lands 
so that they became bpgs, tlicir ri¬ 
vers so that they yielded no fish. 
Finally the earth opened and shall¬ 
owed the obstinate Druids. He is of 
cour.se also credited with driving the 
snakes out of Ireland, and supposed 
to have taught the national jig. The 
Shamrock is supposed to he Saint 
Patrick’s sacred plant, the three 
leaves symbolizing the trinity.

The comparatively recent policy us¬ 
ed by mUhy lar^ plants and corpora¬ 
tions of insuring employees by groups 
is working against older men for the 
reason that the older a man is, the 
higher the insurance rate. This 
scheme which in its conception was 
very fine in safeg^uarding employees 
by insurance, is already presenting 
flaws. Tlie American Federation of 
I.abor is taking it up, and investigat¬ 
ing the status of the workmen of 40 
to 45. I 

'The Federation claims that it has 
data showing that the employers who 
are carrying group insurance for their 
employees are steadily adopting the 
pqjicy of discharging men past forty 
and hiring young men to keep down 
the premium charges. It is argued 
that any scheme which although it 
may protectt a worker’s .old aRe, en¬ 
courages his removal from industry 
while in the prime of life, is basically 
unsound. This di.scrimination, if it 
exists, against the men of forty, pre¬ 
vents these men from bringing up 
their children as they would like and 
is thus handicapping the next gener¬ 
ation. 

It is argued that the men over for¬ 
ty are doing most of the important 
work of the world, and in many 
trades they are much more depend¬ 
able and efficient. Against this is ar¬ 
gued, that older men do not accept 
the new methods and innovations as 
easily as the younger ones, and that 
industry is hampered by their unwil¬ 
lingness or inability to adopt new 
methods. 

Whatever the merits of this argu¬ 
ment may be, the workman of forty 
must be considered, and if grou in.sur- 
ance in the hands of the employer, is 
going to drive the middle aged man 
from the factory, a solution is offered 
by which the State may take over 
this general insurance.

The inspection and banding of Al¬ 
berta breeding turkeys has been com¬ 
pleted. 2356 birds have been bunded 
for 160 members. The tur¬ 
keys were classified 127 A’s; 1129 U’.s 
and 1100 C’s. 

An A grade is almost perfect weigh 
ing 25 lbs. or more for young toms, 
and 16 Ibs.^pr more for young turkey 
hens. 

The B grade may have little defects 
in plumage but weigh 23 lbs. for toms 
and 15 lbs. for young hens. 

The C grades are good brt'eding 
specimens well proportioned weighing 
20 lbs. or better for younir toms and 
13 lbs. or better for hens. 

Turkey inspection in .Alberta is un¬ 
dertaken by the Dominion Govern- 
ment in conjunction witli tlie AlU'rta 
Bronze Turkey Breeders’ As.sociation. 
W. C. Lyle of Arrowwood i.s .secre¬ 
tary-treasurer and sale.sman of the 
organization. 

George Ross, Southeiii Alberta 
rancher, is advocating an interesting 
scheme for co-operative cattle feeding 
between ra;icheis and farmers of 
his district. 

Under the plan the ranchers wbuld 
furnish standard calves to irrigation 
fanners equipped to fee<i them during 
the winter months; the c:d*^>s to be 
sold outright to the farnffis or to Ik' 
fed and marketed on some eciuitable 
basis worked out between two parties 

“This .split in profits .could be ar¬ 
ranged’’ said Mr. Ross to the Leth¬ 
bridge Herald. 

“The scheme would relieve stock- 
men of carrying feedei- calves through 
the winter, and open up a new indus¬ 
try to farmers who often wish for 
more to do during winter months. 
Our farmers would get the ' calves 
right from tiu'ir mothers with the 
bloom on them. The eal\cs would 
go on feed in ideal condition. 

“'I'lie farmers would have to build 
adequate .shelter for eal\t‘s and store 
up a variety of feed. They might mix \ 
their crops by raising sugar beets, 
oats,«j5^rley and alfalfa as calves re- 
(piire well chosi'n ration. *3' iOi 2a or 
fit) of the.se calves, there woidd he 
nice profit. 

“The feeding industry has wver 
been developed in this region, hut 
with abundance of cheap fee,| on the 
farms why should it not he ilevelop- 
ed? Why .send feeders out of the 
country instead of finishing them at 
home ?’’

HAILJESSES 

' According to the report of the direc 
tors of the Hail Insurance Board of 
Alberta, the most extensive hail los¬ 
ses on the continent in 1928 were in 
Alberta. The heaviest losses were 
toward the end of July.' 

The worst hail year in Alberta was 
I in 1927. The early part of the sum- 
] mer of 1928 passed auspiciously. Dur¬ 
ing the first four weeks of July, it 
hailed on eighteen different days, but 
the storms, were local with few claim.s 

On July 28, 29, 30, 31 claims were 
received froft>Kfi5 municipal districts, 
which included 2^ township.s affected 
It hailed on the nine fbijowing'day.s 
and August 11 came the rtimax. This 
last storm started north-wtst of Olds 
in township 34. Another storm start¬ 
ing northwe.st of Ponoka took a strip 
southeasterly across the province. 
F:ach of these storms was 200 long 
and often 6 miles wide and took 100 
per cent, toll every foot of the way. 
Claims were received from 191 town¬ 
ships. 

The one bright spot was that 
prompt service was given. When 
claims were entered from 241 town¬ 
ships the.se were cleaned uP in 14 
days. When claims came from 191 
townships, it required only 10 days 
to adjust matters. 

The outlook for the future is fair¬ 
ly bright insofar as municipal insur¬ 
ance is concerned. Because of the 
high rates charged in the last two 
years, and the high rates that com¬ 
panies would be forced to charge, 
some farmers claimed they could not 
afford insurance. 

The fact remains that in consider¬ 
able portions of the province, it would i 
be impossible to consider grain rais- j 
ing without hail securities. 

JACK MINER’S APPEAL 

Jack Miner’s name is known wher- 
eyer an interest is taken in feathered ; 
creatures. His bird .sanctuary was es-: 
tablished in 1904, as a place wheie 
birds could find food, rest and protec¬ 
tion. It was four years before any ' 
wild birds accepted his welcome, but 
since then it has grown to undreamed 
of success. I’.ut with the success it 
has also become a financial burden, 
which Jack Miner cannot carry alone. 

1 During tlie last ten years it lias cost 
j between .$,'>000 and $6000 a year to 
I feed the birds. This has been financ¬ 
ed by lectures, donations from weal¬ 
thy friends, a $400 grant ''>-oni the On 
tario government and a $7.’')0 grant 
from the Dominion government. This 
j is a more or less jirecarious way in 
which to gather the .S.’iOOO which must 
he fortlicoming and lie asks the gov¬ 
ernment for a perpetual grant of 
I $.’»000 to pay' fer feed. He says noth- 
I ing of the land, the liuildings, e(|ui|)- 
I ment and labor. .Surolv this appeal 
fivill he granted—when due considers

, public moneys are siieiit. Jack Min- 
I cr’s sanctuary is the model on which 
'the government’s of the world have 
! fashioned their bird sanctuaries. Rus- 
[ sia is the latest to follow in line, es- 
j tashlishing a series of bird refuges 
along Miner lines', and recently I'nit- 
ed .States legislature appropriated 
$8,000,000 to conduct similar work 
through United States in the next ten i 
years.

An article in a recent Country 
Guide discusses the use of super phos 
phates for fertilization, without being 
able as yet to reach a positive deci¬ 
sion as to the value. 

The great appeal of Wea^rn soil 
has been that it is rich beyoqd dream¬ 
ing, that it can produce crgp after 
crop without diminution of its wealth. 
As yet, there is little indication that 
the soil is not producing as well ever. 
On the other hand there is a chance 
that with the stimulant of artificial 
fertilizers it might be still more pro¬ 
ductive. Australian farmers situated 
like many of our wheat growers in a 
country with Ijmited rainfall, find sup 
erphosphate a wonderful aid. 

There are chemical elements 

required for growing crops. Three 
are in the air and rain. Four more 
are usually present in superabund¬ 
ance in the soil' The other three ni¬ 
trogen, phosphorous and poUissium 
must be provided as the ground wears 
out. Nitrogen produces rank growth 
but retards seed development. Phos¬ 
phorus increases proportion of seed 
to straw and hastens development. 
Potassium promotes food storage un¬ 
derground. Farmers of other lands 
use all or some of these three, as 
their needs demand. 

.Superpliosphate appears to be the an¬ 
swer to western problems economical¬ 
ly and practically, and is waiting the 
result of some years’ trial. 

Our superphosphate is av^Iable 
from B.C. Down in the south-east 
comer of B. C. is the biggest lead 
smelter of the world. S. G. Blaylock 
one of the engineers, finally conceived 
the idea of- using the sulphur fumes 
that pour from the smelts, in combin¬ 
ation with the mountain.s of phos¬ 
phate rock that stand adjacent. Sul¬ 
phur, phosphate and brains have pro¬ 
duced the super phosphate now avail¬ 
able. This may be laid down at prai¬ 
rie points for $40 a ton.- 

In the experimentations of Mr. Hut 
ton of the C.P.R., a wide variety of 
wet and dry conditions, etc., have to 
be regarded. From some trials, the 
records show little difference. The 
best record comes from Matthews of 
the .Scott, Sask., experimental farm: 

“.Difference in health and vigor of 
plants were in evidence shortly after 
emergence. From the superphos¬ 
phate treated plots on summerfallow 
a pronounced beneficial effect was vot 
ed in milling and baking result. These 
effects were shown in color and vol¬ 
ume of loaf, as well as percentage of 
protein.’’ 

In north - western Sa.skatchewan 
crops are late in maturing. There ap 
pears to be a deficiency of an import¬ 
ant soil condition. Superphosphate 
may be the solution to this problem. 

Nitrogen or potash alone do not 
materially affect the yield. But in 
all plots where superphosphate is 
used alone or in combination, an in¬ 
creased yield has always been obtain¬ 
ed.” 

A few seasons more of trial will 
place definitely the value of this cheap 
and available fertilizer. And the ex-' 
periments are being followed with 
clo.se interest by all farmers of Alber¬ 
ta.

The oil speculations which are at 
such a heat in Calgary, are re.sulting 
in the purchase of many new cars. 
Car dealers are reaping the benefit of 
the boom in many instances. 

To meet increased freight and pas¬ 
senger traffic on the waters of the 
Pacific coast, two new vessels of the 
“Princess” type for night service be¬ 
tween Vancouver and Victoria have 
been ordered by the Canadian Paci¬ 
fic, it is announced by Captain C. D. 
Neroutos, manager of the British Co¬ 
lumbia Coast Steam.ship .service. The 
two sister ships are to be delivered 
next year, each having ajcommoda- 
tion for 430 passengers. 

Canadians are the world’s greatest 
telephone conversationalists. A re¬ 
cently issued official bulletin dealing 
with telephone statistics di.scloses 
that on a per capita basis an average 
of 221 conversations per year were 
held by the people of Canada, compar 
ed with 206.4 in the United States, 
the next highest, and 137 in Denmark, 
which is given third place. The bul¬ 
letin shows there were at the end of 
1927 a total of 1,259,987 telephones 
in Canada, an average of about one 
phone for every eight persons in the 
Dominion. 

The fur trade is an industry of 
growing proportions in Brandon, the 
'^pments of pelts out of the province 
o^Manitoba having placed the city of 
Brandon in a most favorable position. 
While no precise record is kept of the 
number of pelts obtained and sold 
within the province, there is a royalty 
paid on each skin shipped out of the 
province, and from figures compiled, 
it is noted that there were 19,746 
muskrat pelts shipped out of the city 
to the markets of the world. In ad¬ 
dition there were 2,221 weasel pelts, 
737 wolf pelts, 546 badger, 17 red fox 
and 11 silver fox, as well as 245 pelts 
of other animals including rabbit, 
skunk, otter and beaver.

A second grroup will arrive 
about May 1st and will be similarly 
trained and placed in farm work. 

Parties of young British women are 
expected to arrive about June 1^ or' 
July 1st. They w-ill be given a month ! 
of instruction which will fit them to | 
fill positions as domestic farm help i 
tliroughout the province. I

ward under this arrangement have | 
been selected through the office of 
Herbert Greenfield, agent general for j 
Alberta fii London. They -we said I 
to be of the type most likely to be 
readily adaptable to conditions in 
Western Canada, many of them al¬ 
ready having had experience in farm 
work." 

Alberta Flier Wins Dominion Trophy j 

The McKee trophy awarded for the 
most meritorjous flying done in Can¬ 
ada in 1928 has been won by Lieut. 

C. H. Dickens of Edmonton. Special 
mention is made in awarding this 
honour to Lieut. Dickens, of his 
flight to'Fort Good Hope, he cross-_ 
ed the Artie Circle and has since re¬ 
turned to Edmonton from wliere he 
is engaged in making regular flights 
into the far north. 

Irrigatled Lands 

A marked activity in land sales in 
the Brooks district is reported by D. 
H. Bark, Superintendent of the C.P. 
R. Demonstration Farm at Brooks. 
Mr. Bark states that more new sett¬ 
lers are coming into the irrigation 
district this year than the total of the 
movement during the past five years 
The majoriy of the western and cen¬ 
tral states. 

Muskrats Shipped to England 

Ten pair of live muskrats were 
shipped from Edmonton during the 
past week to England. This shipment 
the first of its kind to be made from 
western Canada, will form the nu¬ 
cleus of breeding stock for a large 
English fur raising concern. The ship 
ment was made by A. C. McFayden, 
who states t^at if this trial proves 
successful, several thousand more 
rats will be .shipped-through the next 
few months. Further evidence of the 
rapid growth of this industry is ^iven 
by orders for breeding stock which 
Mr. McFayden has recently received 
from Czecho-Slovakia. 

. C.N.R. Appoints Industrial Agent 

Robert Henderson who for the past 
eight years has been connected with 
the Di.strict Engineer’s Branch in Eti- 
niontori has been appointed IrKiustrial 
Agent for the Alberta lines of the 
Canadian National Railways. The 
action of the C.N.R. in making simi- 
lai appointments'in the three prairie 
provinces reflects the increasing inter¬ 
est being taken by easier firms in th(*' 
commercial and industrial develop¬ 
ment of the West. 

May Have Fish Hatchery ^ 

Further experiments will be carried 
on during the coming summer at Cold 
Lake , to determine whether a fish 
hatchery can be satisfactorily estab- 
li.shed at that point. With the new 
hatchery at Waterton Lakes in oper¬ 
ation this year the capacity of hatoh- 
eries in the national parks in Alberta ■ 
will be 3,200,000 fry in a sea.son. 
Large numbers of these are set out 
annually in the rivers and lakes of 
the province in order to maintain an<i 
increase the .supply of game fish.
